larly desirable for either garden, pot, or glass culture. The preferable season for planting 

Hyacrntus in the garden is in October and November ; but they can be set out at any time, 

as long as the ground is open and the Bulbs sound. They will grow in almost any light, 
sandy soil; but when the highest cultivation is aimed at, they should be planted in a mixture 
eomposed of one third river or sea sand, one third well-rotted cow manure, and one third good 
garden mold. The beds composed of the above compost should be well dug. They should be 
planted about four inches deep, and from six to eight inches apart. 

For the culture of Hyactnrus in pots, prepare the above compost. The size of the pot depends 
on the number of Bulbs planted in a single one ; three or four Bulbs in a pot of six or seven inches 
in diameter has a rich and massive effect ; one or two Bulbs in each may be planted in proportion- 
ately smaller pots—two Bulbs in each is very effective, and generally preferred. In potting, each 
Bulb should remain two thirds above the surface of the soil ; when thus planted, water them well 
to imbed the Bulbs firmly within the soil, allowing them to remain in this condition for one or two 
days ; then bury the pots in the open ground to the depth of six inches for six weeks. After the 
period adverted to take up the pots and remove them to a moderately-warm room, care being taken 
to screen the leaf-growth made in darkness for a few days after being disimbedded. They will need 
occasional watering. 

For culture in glasses, the Bulbs should be so placed that only the base of each touch the 
water, then place them for the first ten days in a dark closet or room, to promote the shooting of 
the roots, after which expose them to the light andair as much as possible. A small piece of char- 
coal dropped into the glass will keep the water pure, but the loss of water by evaporation should 
be restored from time to time.

HISTORY AND CULTURE OF ALFALFA. 


Si LFALFA, Lucerne, (medicago sativa). This plant was cultivated in Greece 500 years 
before Christ, having been brought from Media. Later it was extensively cultivated by the 
Romans, and, through them, introduced into France. By whom it was introduced into Chile 
< is not known positively, but its cultivation there, at present, is very extensive; and in the 
pampas.of Buenos Ayres it grows wild in the utmost luxuriance, From Chile it was brought to 
California, where it has proved itself the most valuable of all forage plants. In Europe it is 
known as Lucerne, and on the Pacific Coast as Alfalfa. There is no doubt that originally they were 
the same, but the modifications of climate have so affected what we know or style as Alfalfa, that it 
may now be regarded as a distinct variety. It sends down its tap-roots in mellow soils to great 
depths, haying been found in sandy soils fifteen feet in length—far below the reach of drought. 
The flowers are a pale blue, violet or purple. Its seed is larger than red clover, and more of it is 
required to the acre. When the seed is ripe, it is yellow, plump and heavy; if unripe, it is small, 
aud of a greenish hue; and if blighted or blasted, it is a dark brown. ‘‘ When properly managed, 
the number of cattle which can be kept in good condition on an acre of Alfalfa, during the whole 
season, almost exceeds belief.” Twenty to twenty-five sheep are not considered too many to the 
acre when well established. The quautity of hay produced varies very much, as all soils are not 
equally adapted to it, nor are all growers of.it equally careful in its culture, but we are warranted in 
saying that an acre will produce from six to sixteen tons of hay ina season. From experiments 
made in the Eastern States by many persons to whom we have/sent samples of the seed, we are con- 
vinced that it is quite hardy 

SELECTION OF SOIL. —We are satisfied that many attempts which have been made to grow 
Alfalfa, and which proved failures, were attributed to the selection of improper soil. ‘Thin soils, 
and compact clay soils should be avoided, for in neither will it succeed to satisfaction. It will suc- 
ceed, however, in a light soil which has a permeable subsoil consisting of loam, or sand, or gravel, 
into which its roots can penetrate and imbibe the moisture and nutriment found far below the reach 
of most other plants. For alfalfa a suitable subsoil is of the utmost importance. A comparative 
shallow soil will do for the short-lived, red clover, butj Alfalfa, which, if properly managed, will 
yield abundantly for twenty-five years at least, should have a soil that will offer no hindrance to the 
extension of its roots. 

CULTURE.—Thoroughly mellow and prepare the soil by clean and careful tillage. Have one 
plow follow the other, and this done in the most thorough manner, Harrow smoothand fine. Sow 
in California, twenty pounds of good clean seed to the acre. [In our opinion, sixteen pounds is suf- 
ficient in the States east of the mountains, for there they are favored with continuous moisture, 
which tends to make the plant grow more bushy and fully cover the ground.] The seed should 
be “bushed in,” and a light roller passed over it to properly imbedthe seed. In Central and Southern 
California, the seed may be sown during the Fall and Karly Spring. In the Eastern and other 
States, subject to severe Winter weather, it should not be sown till all danger of frost 
is passed in Spring. Alfalfa should be cut as s00n as it begins to flower or even a little earlier ; 
if cut much earlier, it is apt to be too watery and less nutritious ; if later, it becomes coarse and hard, 
and is less relished by cattle. In no event should it be allowed “ to go to seed” the first season, as 
the tendency isto materially weaken the plant. Strange as it may seem, the growing of Alfalfa im- 
proves rather than exhausts the soil, This, like other leguminous, broad-leafed plants, derive much 
of their nutrition from the atmosphere, and the vast quantity of roots which are left in the soil when 
it is at last broken up, very greatly increases its fertility. Asa fertilizer, it stands at the head of the 
list. It may be exterminated at any time, by simply ploughing thoroughly and removing the crowns 
to some convenient place where they can remain till burned or rotted,

Sow in Spring, in drills two inches deep; keep free from weeds, and thin out the young 
plants. When strong, transplant to rich soil, about thirty inches apart. Cut off the large 
leaves before Winter, and draw the earth well around the plants, ‘To protect from frost cover 
with dry litter or leaves. In Spring remove the covering, and dig between the plants, giving 
a dressing of manure.

Sow the seed in Fall or Spring, in drills ten inches asunder, and cover with an inch 
of light earth. The seed will germinate quicker if soaked in warm water. When one year old, 
transplant into beds prepared in the following manner: Drain the bed by a layer of stones, 
oyster-shells, or bones, on which lay brushwood cuttings and some turf; on this make a bed 
of sandy loam, stable manure, and coarse sea or river sand ; lay this on the drainage bottom two 
feet thick, then put the roots on it, in rows eighteen inches apart, and.a foot apart in the rows ; 
cover four inches with the same compost. Before Winter cover the bed with leaves and manure, 
about four or six inches. In Spring, fork in the manure slightly and give a good dressing of 
salt.

HOT BEDS AND COLD FRAMES. 
HOT BEDS. 


The best and most certain success with seeds 
is obtained when they are sown in a hot-bed, as 
by their use the temperature and moisture can 
be s0 regulated, with a little care, that the seed 
cannot fail to grow and make success certain. 

The hot-bed is made by taking fresh, strawy 
stable manure, thoroughly shaking and mixing 
it up together, and if some old leaves can be 
added, so much the better, as the hot-bed will 
retain its heat for a much longer period by 
reason of such addition. Make a bed of the 
manure on the ground, about a foot or so larger 
all around than the size of the frame to be 
used, and about two anda half feet high, (See 
engraving of frame, fig. 1.) Place the frame on 

as soon as the bed is made, and fill it with five or six inches of fine, lighi soil, keeping the frame 
closed for a few days, until the bed has become warm, then nicely level the soil, open drills about 
six or eight inches apart, the depth of the same being governed by the size of the seed to be sown. 
From one-eighth to about three-fourths of an inch will be about the right depth for the drills: after 
the seeds are sown, cover them lightly, shade from bright suns, and water when required. Give air- 
as the plants progress in growth, and eventually remove the sash from the frame. 


COLD FRAMES, 


In the absence of materials for making up 
a hot-bed, we would advise the use of a cold 
frame, which is so easy of construction 
and management as to be available by all. 
The cold frame cannot be sown so early as 
the hot-bed, depending, as it does, on the 
sun’s rays for its heat. Plants grown in 
cold frames are generally better than those 
raised in hot-beds. Cold frames require 
very little trouble or labor. Prepare agood 
rich soil in a sunny part of the garden; 
thoroughly pulverized and level the same ; 
put on the frame and keep it tightly closed 
for a number of days, in order that the soil 
may become thoroughly warmed. The seed 
may then be sown in drills, as advised for the hot-bed. In the management of the cold frame, the 
frame should be kept cioser than that of the hot-bed, owing to the absence of the heating materials 
which the latter contains. 

A hand-box (see fig. 2), which is within reach of those of the most limited means, can be ad- 

vantageously used to start seeds on a small scale.

We do not want a single one of our customers to make a failure of Tobacco growing, and there is 
no need they should if they will but act upon, and abide by, the experience of those who have made 
its growing and curing a success. We do not intend to advertise any system, or individual, but 
would simply state the fact that, so far as we know (and we have taken some pains to investigate 
the matter), the Culp process of growing and curing Tobacco in this State is the best; and, as it 
costs nothing to correspond with Mr. Culp, through ‘‘ The Consolidated Tobacco Company,’’ whose 
oftice is located at 304 Pine street, in this city, we would advise parties who purpose growing it, to 
write him on the subject. The following is the system of culture which has proved so successful 
at Gilroy, and which we commend: 


SELECTION OF GROUND AND ITS LOCATION FOR TOBACCO BEDS, 


Choose a rich virgin sandy loam, with sediment intermingled. A southern exposure if possible, 
and protected on the north. 


@ HE growing of Tobacco is already an important industry in our State, and it is not doubted 


PREPARATION OF SEED BEDS. 


The ground must be cleared of all weeds and roots. Cover with dry brush, and burn 
thoroughly. Then work the ground to the depth of afoot or more, until it is as fine as it can be 
made. Commence on the north side of your ground. Measure off five feet, leaving two (2) feet for 
apath. Rake your bed towards the north, so as to give it the slightest possible slope to the south. 
When finisned, put down a six (6) inch board. This gives a bed three (3) feet wide. Then mark 
off as before until you have beds enough for the amouut of ground to be planted. 


FRAMES AND COVERING FOR PLANT BEDS. 


The frames should be 12 feet long by 3 feet wide. Make the frames out of strips, 3 inches wide 
by 1 inch thick, Saw half through. Split out the piece, and take a cross piece in the middle to 
stiffen and prevent the cloth covering from sagging ; then cover with thin, unbleached sheeting. 


PREPARATION AND SOWING SEED. 


If early in the season—say from December 20th to January 10th—sow seed dry. An ounce of 
seed will sow a bed 100 feet by 3 feet. Mix the seed thoroughly with about a quart of dry wood 
ashes, well sifted, then sow as evenly as possible. When done sowing, cover the beds with the 
frames, resting on the board and sloping towards the south to the ground. Never let the surface 
of the ground become dry and form a crust. Water through the cotton covering. In from fifteen 
to twenty days, if good weather, the seed will begin to sprout. Watch your beds closely for bugs. 
They are apt to show themselves about this stage. ‘Tobacco dust sowed over the beds at this time 
will do them good and kill the bugs, if any. Weeds also make their appearance. Thoroughly 
weed. Care must be taken not to pull the youngplants. They are a slow growth at the start, and 
need watching and constant attention until they are large enough to transplant, which should be 
commenced about the first of April. Plants set out before the 10th of May are sure to make rapid 
growth and good quality of Tobacco. A warm, sedimentary, sandy loam will be found the best 
adapted to Tobacco raising in California, 

The ground must be plowed deep, and well pulverized at the first plowing—say 12 inches deep. 

The second plowing the soil must be made as fine as possible, the finer the better. When the 
plants are about ready to be set in the field, the ground should be ridged from north to south three 
feet apart, and stand until the moisture has drawn through. Plant eighteen to twenty inches apart 
in the row. When rooted, and in agood growing condition, run the Cultivator, or Bull-tongue Plow 
through. Clear out all weeds. In ten to fifteen days cultivate the second time, clear the ground, 
and in a few weeks your Tobacco will have reached a point when it will begin to ripen, and top- 
ping isin order. Ten to fifteen days after topping some of it will be in condition to cut. Then the 
work of curing must be attended to.

WHAT TEEY ARE AND HOW TO MANAGE THEM. 


LANTS are known and described generally as Annuals, Biennials and Perennials. 


Annuals are those plants that flower and mature their seed within a year after they 

are sown, and then perish. This definition is in no way changed by the tact that many 

Annuals may be managed as Biennials, or in other words, be sown in Autumn for flowering early the 
following season. ‘ 


Tender Annuals are those that require heat, and will not vegetate in the open ground until 
settled warm weather. 


Half Hardy Annuals are those that will bear a slight frost, and may be sown in the open 
ground a little earlier than tender annuals. 


Hardy Annuals are usually those which require no artificial heat during any period of their 
growth—every stage of their existence, from the time of sowing the seed to maturity, being passed 
in the open ground, 


Biennials are those plants that flower the second, and sometimes the third year, after the 
seed is sown, and then perish. 


Perennials are those plants that live and generate their species for several years successively. 
Biennials and Perennials are Tender, Half Hardy and Hardy, 


Tender Biennials and Perennials, or Greenhouse Plants are those that require artifi- 
cial heat to protect then from the frost, 


Half Hardy Biennials and Perennials are those that require a slight covering of 
straw or litter during coid weather. 


Hardy Biennials and Perennials are those that will stand the coldest Winter weather 
without protection. 


Soils Most Suitable.—Perhaps the soil best adapted to a majority of plants is a light 
friable loam, containing a moderate amount of vegetable matter, and enough sand to render it 
porous; but as it seldom happens that the amateur has a choice of soil, it is fortunate that most of 
them will succeed in any but such as is of an extremely dry or gravelly nature, or of a stiff, heavy, 
retentive quality. 


Manures.—The use of strong crude manures should be carefully avoided. In ordinary good 
soil, an aunual dressing of decomposed stable manure dug in to the depth of about ten inches, and 
thoroughly incorporated with the soil, will be all that is needed. 


Time of Sowing.—With regard to the proper time for sowing Flower Seeds, much necessa- 
rily depends on the character of the season. As a general rule hardy kinds may be sown in the open 
ground during February and March, half hardy during the latter part of March and the first week 
of April, and tender after the middle of April. 


Early Flowers. —The best method to obtain early flowers is to sow seed of the most desir- 
able tender aud half hardy species in pots earlyin March. Ifekeptin a warm greenhouse or window, 
or plunged into a moderate hot-bed, they will be ready to transplant to the open ground early in 
May. The season of blooming will be fully three weeks earlier thereby, 


Mode of Sowing.—Seeds may be sown in patches among the border plants, in rows or 
groups, where they are to remain, or in a nursery bed, and afterwards transplanted. As a general 
rule the surface soi] should be rather dry than otherwise at the time of sowing; the operation 
should not be-undertaken when the ground is very wet, especially at an early period of Spring. 


The Depth at which seed should be sown will vary with their size. Large seeds, such as 
Sweet Peas, should be sown about half an inch deep; medium sized seeds, such as Balsams, Con- 
volvulus, or Thunbergia, about a quarter of an inch deep; while such as are very small require to 
be sown on the actual surface, a slight pressure being then sufficient to imbed them to a proper 
depth. If sown too deep, they are longer in germinating, and the smaller ones are liable tu decay, 
through want of strength to open the pores of the earth, In the absence of rain, water the seeds 
occasionally from a very fine rose watering pot. 


Transplanting.—As soon as the seedlings are an inch high, they may be transplanted to 
different parts of the garden. Remove the plants carefully with a small garden trowel, retaining as 
much of the soil to the roots as possible. Place the large growing kinds in the rear, and the small 
in front ; above all things avoid crowding them. Transplanting should, if possible, be performed 
in cloudy weather or towards evening; and, unless the soil is wet, the seedlings should be slightly 
watered, to settle the soil about the roots, shading them for a day or two afterwards, if necessary. 


Neatness is indispensable in a flower garden, and neither the variety nor beauty of the plants 
will compensate for its absence. As the plants advance in growth, frequent weeding and hoeing 
will be necesssry, 48 well for the sake of neatness, a to stimulate their growth, Tie the tall grow- 
ing Kinds to neat rods or sticks, and train the vines or climbers on trellises, strings, or poles.

DAHLIA MAXMILLIANA (The Tree Dahlia). —This new variety was discovered in 
Mexico about five months ago, by Mr. Herchel, the celebrated botanist and traveler, 
who regards it as among the best of the discoveries which he has made. It attains a 
height of from fifteen to twenty feet, having a symmetrical appearance and resembling 
a well-formed tree, In the Fall it loses its leaves, but its trunk and branches, unlike 
other Dahlias, retain their vitality and send out new leaves and shoots the following 
Spring.

(Pinus INsIents.)

The Monterey Pine is another of our valuable native evergreens. It is dignified in its appear- 
ance, and has won, as it deserves, a prominent place among them. It is cultivated solely as an 
ornamental tree, and if planted in the right location adds majesty to its native beauty. It should 
never be pruned. but planted where it will have plenty of room to * spread itself.” 

CULTURE. —Same as for Monterey Cypress, except that the bottom soil in the seed boxes 
should be rather stiff, and that the seed should not be soaked before planting. Seed germinates in 
about three weeks.

BLUE GUM, AND ITS CULTURE. 


(EvcaLyprus GLOBULUS.) 


The popularity of the Blue Gum continues to increase. No doubt nowexists as to its value. 
Already several millions of this tree have been planted in this State. Except in the more northerly 
counties, where the climate is rather severe, it succeeds admirably, adapting itself to any kind of 
soil, and growing with astonishing rapidity. For fuel and manufacturing it is alike invaluable. 
There are thousands of acres which might be profitably used in growing this tree; and so cheap are 
the young trees and the seed at the present time that they come within the reach of those in the 
most humble circumstances. An ounce numbers over 3,500 seeds, which may be had for $1.25. 
This, if handled according to the directions which follow, wil! produce over 2,000 trees; or, young 
trees, ranging in size from six to fifteen inches, suitable for planting out on a large scale, may be 
had at from $25 to $50 per 1,000. But few, if any, opportunities present themselves for the invest- 
ment of a small or a large capital—so sure to pay a handsome profit—as the culture of the Blue Gum 
tree in California. 

CULTURE. — Make boxes about two feet long by sixteen inches wide, and from three to four 
inches deep, allowing small holes in the bottom for drainage. Fill up till within half an inch of 
the top with fine alluvial soil, moderately rich. Smooth the surface; sprinkle the seed evenly over 
it, and cover with an eighth of an inch of soil composed of half sand. To attain the best results 
the boxes should be placed in a ‘‘ cold frame,’’ described elsewhere. If sown in Summer, the glass 
should be shaded by a covering of whitewash or light muslin. In the absence of glass, make a* 
frame of boards with a movable cover made of laths nailed from ‘4 to inch apart, under which 
place the boxes. Water will be needed daily if the weather is warm and little moisture in the at- 
mosphere, and should be applied with a fine sprinkler. Seed will germinate in from eight to four- 
teen days. When plants are two inches high, begin to’ ‘‘harden” them by allowing more air, 
increasing from time to time until they have become hardy enough to withstand the hot sun of the 
day and the cool air of the night. When six inches or more high they may be transplanted to a 
temporary or permanent place, care being taken to remove the plants with some earth attached to 
the roots; at least not to allow the roots tu be exposed to the atmosphere. For forest culture, the 
young trees should be planted from eight to twelve feet apart each way, and between the rows 


should be cultivated for two years, when they will be strong enough in trunk and root to care for 
themselves. 


We have about 75,000 trees of various sizes, some of which we offer as low as $22 50 
per 1,000. These will vary from 6 to 8inches in height. Other sizes at from $4 to $30 
per 100; and extra-sized, showy trees, from 6 to 10 feet, at from 75 cents to $1 50 each.

MONTEREY CYPRESS, AND ITS CULTURE. 


(Cupressus Macrocarpa.) 


None of our native California trees have thus far attained so much popularity as the Monterey 
Cypress. Indeed, more of these trees have been planted than of all our other native trees com- 
bined. It is being largely used for hedges and break-winds, and thousands of the trees are annually 
planted for these purposes. But as an ornamental evergreen tree it has few equals. It is tolerably 
hardy, and adapts itself to almost any kind of soil, situation or method of culture. It may be 
pruned with impunity, and its growth shaped to suit any taste. For the first two years its growth 
is comparatively slow, but so rapid a grower is it afterward that when six years old it will contain 
as much wood as a Blue Gum of the same age. These remarks apply equally to ‘‘ Cupressus McNa- 
piana,’’ another valuable native evergreen, which is closely allied to ‘‘ C. Macrocarpa.’’ 


CULTURE. —Soil for bottom and top same as used for the Blue Gum. Use boxes of the 
same size. They should be started in “ hot-beds,’’ described elsewhere. If these are not obtain- 
able, soak seed about twelve hours in hot water, which will hasten germination, and place boxes in 
a ‘*cold frame,”’ such as is described elsewhere in this ‘‘ Guide.”’ Seed will germinate in from two 
to four weeks. Treat afterward in same manner as instructed for ‘“ Blue Gums.”

ITALIAN CYPRESS, AND ITS CULTURE. 


(CUPREsSUS PYRAMIDALES.) 


The Italian Cypress is not extensively grown, yet it is entitled to a high rank among our ever- 
greens. Its slender, pyramidal shape contrasts markedly with the ‘“‘C. Macrocarpa” and ‘‘ C, Mc- 
Nabiana.” Planted, as it were, accidentally over a lawn, or, as we have seen them, in groups of 
from three to five, they are very effective. In centres of beds they are also very attractive, while 
for arching over gateways they are unrivalled. Their growth is slow for the first three years; after- 
ward tolerably rapid. 

CULTURE. —The same as for Monterey Cypress.

DIRECTIONS FOR SPROUTING 
FRUIT AND NUT SEEDS. 


It is of the utmost importance that Nut and Fruit Tree Seeds be fresh. They should be so care- 
fully preserved that the pits will not dry or show a wrinkled appearance when the hull is cracked. 
However cheap the seeds which will be hereafter named may be purchased, they will be found 
very dear for Seed if not really fresh. Hence, our advice to our customers is to satisfy themselves 
in the first place that the Seed is fresh, and pay a liberal, but not an extravagant price for it. 

ORANGE, LEMON AND LIME.—The Seed of these should always be purchased in 
the pulp. They will not retain their Vitality beyond a certain degree of dryness. Our method of 


-using these seeds is to wash them from the pulp, dry them pretty well in the shade, and sow them 


in boxes. The soil should be light and moderately rich. Place boxes under shaded glass in green- 
house or frames; or place the boxes in frames covere2 with fine muslin. The soil must never be 
allowed to become ary, else there is danger that all will be lost. The young piants may be allowed 
to remain in the seed boxes the first year, if not too thick, and should be protected from cold or hot 
winds and from frost. The second season they should be planted in nursery rows. 

The price of seed of the above is liable to fluctuation, because sometimes the demand exceeds 
the supply. Orange seed ranges from $3 to $6 per barrel; Lemon seed from $5 to $8, and in some 
instances has reached as high as $15; Lime seed ranges from $5 to $8 per barrel. 

APPLE, PEAR AND QUINCE.—These seeds should be soaked in tepid water for 
three days, the water changed each day; or soak in cold water for eight or nine days ; then sow 
lightly in drills two feet apart. The soil should be light, and deeply and thoroughly tilted, and 
care taken not to allow it to become dry. The Quince is usually propagated trom cuttings, and this 
we consider the preferable method, on account of time gained and because of the expense of the 
seed. Apple seed is usually worth $1.00 to $1.25 per ib., and Pear seed $4.00 per ib. 


CHERRY, PLUM, PEACH, ALMOND, WALNUT, ETC.—These should be placed 
in layers in boxes, made on the ground, in a sunny exposure. Sprinkle over each layer a coating of 
sand. Layers may be from four to six deep. Keep constantly moist. As the young plants appear 
above ground they should be carefully removed and planted in nursery rows two to three feet 
apart. A cloudy day is most suitable for this work. Nut seeds range in price from 25 to 50 cents 
per tb.; Plum Pits, about 15 cents per tb.; Cherry Pits, from 50 cents to $1.00 per tb.; Peach Pits, 
per barrel, from 3 to 4 cents per Ib. If in smaller quantity, about 6 cents per tb. Persons desiring 
fruit pits should notify their seedsman early in the season, that he may be enabled to secure them 
and preserve them in a proper manner,

FOR HEDGES. 


DIRECTIONS FOR SPROUTING.—Put the seed in a tight vessel, and cover it with water as hot as 
the hand will bear; keep the vessel warm, and change the water daily for about five days; then turn 
off the water, but keep the seed covered with a damp cloth. The seed should be as uniformly damp 
as possible by occasional stirring and moistening the cloth; and if kept warm for about ten days 
in all, it will begin to sprout, when it should be planted at once, in drills about two inches deep.
